ENGLISH NEUIRALITY.

Rord Granville's Heply to Usnut Harastordl,

Lord Granville, in his reply, dated Octobar
21, to Count Berustorfl's last despateh on
neutral obligations, thus states the policy of
the Dritish Government:

“‘From the date of the outhreak of the war
the Oabinet bas never hesitatad as Lo the
eourse which should be parsued. Tha views
of the House of Commons were clearly mani-
fested when, on the 4th of Angnst, an amend.
ment, by which it was proposed to insert in
the Foreign Enlistwent act, thon nnder dis-
eussion, a clanss prohibiting the exportation
to belligerents of arms or muaitions of war
was rejected by a large majority; and the
same opinfons wero shown te be held by the
House of Lords in the debate of August 8, on
the same bill, in which the Lord Chancellor,
the Lord Privy Seal, and Lord Oairos took
pirt. I mysell, in answer toa question ad-
dressed to me in the Honse of Lords by the
Marquis of Clauricarde on the 22d of July,
went 8o far as to express some donbts whether
A pﬁlit‘y of prnhihifiﬂﬂ was advisable even in
solf-deferse; and in the constant conversa-
tions on the snbject which I have hal with
your Excellency since the commencemont of
the war, I bave invariably explained to yon
that the new Foreign enlistment aet neither
diminished nor added to the powers of the
Government as regarded the exportation of
munitions of war, and that it was our inten.
tion to adhere, on that point, to the usual
practice of this country, which practice we
believe to be in conformity with the esta-
Llighed principles of public law.”

I'hen, after reminding the Connt that his
former ‘‘series of irrefulabls faols,” ss hs
enlled them, had nearly all been shown fo be
quite nofounded. Lord Granville procesds to
demolish two fresh acsusations., Count Pa-
likao's statement, ns reported in the Journal
Officeel, was merely that arms bad been or-
dered a i'etranger, not in England; no trace
oan be discovered of the order ever haviog
been received in this country, and it is cer-
tain that if it was reoeived it was not exe-
cuted. Again, full returns show that the
supplies of arms drawn by France from this
country between the two specified dates are
less than those drawn by her from the United
States, whence no exports have been made
approaching the figures mentioned by his
Excellency. 'This yeference to the United

Cakoban's intentions. After glving

Muakalon a good talking to he ordered his
release, telling him to go back to his nome
among the monntaios and live in peace
nmong bis own people. No sooner had
Muakalou got to his own town, and among
his own people, than he expressed his deter-
minntion to be avenged on the Motailoban
chief by enting him. 7This determination he

anarmed French people, who had come
within 100 steps of our.lnlgen‘in orde: hto hunt
for potatoes, grapes, onﬁe; is went
on lﬁotho morning.

As the
CGieneral did not ocome our orderlies took a
flag of truce and went, surrounded by hun-
dreds of unarmed enemies, up to the reanch
trenches, where the guard reoceived them.
On their saying they expected the General,
an approaching  ecarriage was poiunted
out to them. Changarnier, a8 vene-
rable man of about eighty, but tolerably ac-
tive, begged that he might ride as far as pos-
sible, as he could not walk far. Ouar officers
gent for the carriage, aud it came so close up
that the General had only to ¢limb overa
small trench., Changarnier is a republican,
but offered his services to the Emporor after
the battle of Woerth, and since the sth of
Auﬁunt bad been in Metz, where he was at-
tached to Bazaine, withont having any sepa-
rate corumand.
